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Applicant argued that Tingley provisional application fails to teach a method for managing a plurality of networks over a set of ports by 
using an address tabe, or assigning a virtual network to a port in accordance with an address that is recevied from the port by a switch., 
the Examiner respecfully disagrees. First, Tingley provisional application discloses a smart bridge or switch capable of assigning port- 
based VLANs can be used to distribute traffic to the proper virtual network by simply looking up the tagged VLAN ID to determine which 
server will receive the ARP traffic request (Section 3.3, pages 6-7 of the Tingley provisional application and Fig. 1 ). Therefore, a 
particular virtual network with a corresponding port attached to the switch, will respond to the ARP request by returning a physical MAC 
address of a server on that virtual network back to the switch through that port (Section 3.3, pages 6-7 of the Tingley provisional 
application and Fig. 1). It clearly shows that Tingley provisional application supports the disclosure of Tingley application in the rejection 
set forth in the previous Office Action. Although Tingley provisional application does not show the the drawing of Fig, 5 of Tingley 
application, the description of Tingley provisional application antcipates the teaching of using a table to mapping IP address to MAC 
address and VLAN ID (Section 3.3, Section 4), which supports the teaching of the address table as shown in Fig. 5 of the Tingley 
application. 
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
